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HARVARD’S BUSINESS PROPHETS 


The Harvard University committee 
on Economic 
Research, 
which, the 
Springfield Republican assures us, is 
composed of the best experts in eco­ 
nomics on the University faculty, has 
published another forecast of what is 
going to happen in business. 
It says: 
“We find no reason in recent de­ 
velopments to change the forecast of 
October 15 that we ‘have passed the 
time in the business cycle when a fin­ 
ancial panic would have occurred, if 
we were to have one’ and that ‘he out­ 
look for the next three to six months 
is the inauguration of price recessions 
among basic commodities heretofore 
unaffected, the extension of price re­ 
visions to retail markets, an increase 
in the number of business failures, 
easier money as the result of the re­ 
lease of credit by liquidation in com­ 
modity markets, and an increase of 
security 
prices/ 
Further, 
recent 
movements of the curves of our index 
chart support the forecast that ‘the 
recession of business, n9w in progress, 
will terminate by April, 1921/’ 
The Harvard professors have con­ 
siderable reason to feel pleased with 
themselves as forecasters of the eco­ 
nomic weather. They do not seem to 
have made any serious mistake so far. 
They predicted the gale that was com­ 
ing. The big drop in prices began just 
after the election, so the professors 
can claim to have foreseen it arid fore­ 
told it some two weeks in advance. 
Most of the other developments which 
are mentioned 
specifically 
in their 
forecast of 
October 15 have either 
come true#or are plainly in process of 
coming about. 
Hence the 
reassuring and joyful 
note stuck by the Harvard economists 
as the climax of their pronouncement 
— namely the statement that the re­ 
cession of business will terminate by 
April of this year—may be taken to 
heart and cherished with some degree 
of confidence. 
These prophets have 
done so well so far that one feels they 
are entitled to consideration; and the 
current pessimism should not produce 
too much skepticism as to the good 
things they prophesy. 
They take a long chalice in thus 
naming a definite date for the arrival 
of bettor times, but though it is human 
nature to rejoice in the discomfiture 
of prophets, the hope will be univer­ 
sal that for these Harvard prophets 
who bid us wait hopefully for April no 
such fate is in store.

A major­ 
ity of the League Council thought tkat 
countries not holding mandates should 
control the commission. The question 
first came up at the Brussels meeting 
of the council and was there decided 
adversely to the British. 
The latter 
managed to obtain a reconsideration 
and the question was again argued at 
Geneva. The result, however, was the 
same. 
The British view was reject­ 
ed. 
More and more plainly as time pass­ 
es the nonsensical character of most 
of the republican 
campaign 
argu­ 
ments against the League is revealed. 
This might be embarrassing to most of 
the republican leaders who used these 
arguments except that they have ex­ 
pected it all along. 
They knew that 
they were talking nonsense but they 
didn’t care so long as it brought in 
the votes. 
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WAGE CUTS AND HUMAN NA­ 
TURE. 


From the New York Evening Post. 
A wage reduction of 22 
per cent 
affecting some 
300,000 
workers in 
New England textile mills, forecast in 
a statement of the Boston conference 
of manufacturers, is only one specially 
striking 
instance 
of a general ten­ 
dency. 
Reports of wage cuts or sub­ 
stitute measures to reduce expendi­ 
tures for labor have been coming in 
from widely 
scattered 
centers. 
In 
some cases curtailment has taken the 
form of a shortened working day or 
a reduced weekly operating schedule. 
Behind these 
expedients, 
however, 
there has been the understood and us­ 
ually expressed intention to scale 
down labor costs for the future. 
The argument raised by employers 
in justification is that workers must 
bear their share of the losses in the 
general trade depression due to re­ 
striction in buying by the public. The 
industries most sharply affected have 
been the textile and garment and au­ 
tomobile industries; but the trend is 
becoming general. 
As retail prices 
are reduced it may be fair to reduce 
wage scales, especially bonus scales, 
which have been established more or 
less with a view to meeting the cost 
of living in 
a period 
of 
abnormal 
prices. But it is mere justice that the 
fall in retail prices shall become real 
and general before wages are sliced. 
Management practice must take hu­ 
man nature into account or run the 
risks of discontent and opposition. It 
is significant that employes of the Dan 
River and Riverside Mills of Virginia 
and of th^ Durham Hosiery Mills Cor­ 
poration of North Carolina recently 
voted for reductions in their own 
wages. 
Their action was apparently 
explained by the fact that the com­ 
panies have a( satisfactory system of 
employe representation and that the 
business 
problem of the 
companies 
was clearly explained to the employes. 
They were content to take a loss in 
wages because they felt that they un­ 
derstood the reason's for it and had a 
share in the determination affecting 
tjffeir standards of living. 
This prin­ 
ciple is human nature the modern em­ 
ployer can disregard only to his own 
peril—and that of society also.
